to expand water system to be primary water 
supplier for Ben E. Keith Distribution Center

Discussions on the pri- 
mary and redundant water 
suppliers for the new Ben E. 
Keith Distribution Center 
currently being constructed 
just outside of New Brock- 
ton along U.S. Highway 84 
reached Elba recently. 

Last Monday evening, 
July 20, a work session was 
held between the Elba In- 
dustrial Development Board 
(IDB) and the Elba Water 
and Electric Board to dis- 
cuss a request coming from 
Coffee County on behalf of 
the Ben E. Keith project 
searching for a commitment 
to be the primary water sup- 
plier for the distribution 
center. Project and Coffee 
County officials had been in 
prior discussions with Elba 
Mayor Mickey Murdock 
and the Industrial Devel- 
opment Board on whether 
Elba was interested in being 
either the primary or redun- 
dant water supplier for the 
facility. 

It was determined that 
making that happen would 
be an ultimate decision of 
the Elba Water and Electric 
Board, and therefore, the 
parties all got together to 
discuss the matter. Ulti- 
mately, it appeared the no- 
tion coming from the work 
session would be that Elba 
most likely would want to 
be the primary water sup- 
plier or not be involved 
since there would be room 
for growth for the water sys- 
tem in becoming the pri- 
mary supplier to that 
location with no real reve- 
nue coming from choosing 
only to be the redundant 
supplier.

ROLE DAES TEATS SO 
CDC isolation guidelines change for adults with COVID-19, 


Most adults who have 
had mild to moderate 
COVID-19 illness can now 
leave isolation after 
completing 10 days in 
home isolation and persons 
do not need to be retested 
before returning to work, 


according to newly 
released Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) 
guidelines. 

This change in 
recommendations about the 


duration of isolation was 
made because the latest 
scientific data show most 
people are no_ longer 
infectious 10 days after 
symptoms begin. 
Equivalent data for infants 
and children is not 
currently available. In the 
absence of specific data, 
the same guidelines apply 
to the pediatric age group. 

Close contacts to a 
known COVID-19 case 
should stay home 
(quarantine) for at least 14 
days. Even if the person 
tests negative for 
COVID-19 or feels healthy, 
he or she should still 
quarantine since symptoms 
may appear 2 to 14 days 
after last known exposure 
to the virus. The quarantine 
period for a close contact 
with ongoing exposure 
requires adding the 14 days 


to the “last date of 
exposure.” 
The “last date of 


exposure” for a close 
contact is the last date of 
isolation for the COVID-19 
case, the day the person can 
discontinue

Elba Water and Electric 
Board met for its regular 
monthly meeting, and the 
matter was officially dis- 
cussed by the board 
members during the meet- 
ing. 

Board chairman Tim 
Johnson provided a break- 
down of figures from 
monies already invested, 
and potential grant funds 
available to funds said to be 
invested by the Elba IDB 
and additional costs to be 
covered. 

Johnson said project esti- 
mates indicated this would 
be a $1.8 million project [all 
funding considered]. Taking 
out $60,000 already in- 
vested by the county, a po- 
tential of up to $800,000 in 
grant funds, as well as, 
$300,000 from the Elba 
IDB to be put on the project 
if Elba were to be the pri- 
mary water source, Johnson 
said that would leave ap- 
proximately $350,000- 
$360,000 to still be invested 
by Elba Water and Electric. 

This all would allow the 
Elba Water and Electric 
System to be extended 
along Highway 84 all the 


way to the Ben E Keith site 
near New Brockton. That ATER, Page

Johnson also noted a plan 
in motion for a 20-house 
subdivision to be con- 
structed in the area to which 
Elba could also be the water 
supplier. 

He said all of this brings 
potential for growth for 
Elba’s Water System. 

After a rather lengthy dis- 
cussion, Johnson asked the 
board members how they 


wished to proceed — be the © 


primary supplier, redundant 
supplier, or not be involved 
at all. 

Board member Barry 
Giles said he felt Elba 
should be the primary water 
supplier or nothing at all. 

“It’s more expense, but 
the potential for growth is 
there,” Giles said. 

The other board members 
seemed to concur. 

Giles made a motion with 
a second from board 
member Jane Brunson for

ELBA FIRE DEPARTMENT GETS AIRBOAT TO BE ABLE TO ASSIST ON 


RIVER CALLS...The Elba Fire Department recently took possession of the new airboat 
it had ordered to be able to better respond to river calls on the Pea River. Both the City of 
Elba and Coffee County Commission assisted Elba FD in purchasing the airboat. Monday 
morning, July 27, several Elba volunteer firefighters, including Fire Chief Drew Parker, 
attended the Coffee County Commission meeting and had the airboat with them to allow 
commissioners an opportunity to ‘check out’ the new rescue device and ask any questions. 
Parker thanked Coffee County for the funding assistance it provided in allowing Elba FD 
to make the purchase. He said several of Elba’s volunteer firefighters have been training 
to operate the new airboat. He said the airboat appears to be the answer in being able to 
navigate the Pea River best when medical assistance or river rescue are needed. Of the 50- 
55 miles of the river in Coffee County, Parker said his department had been able to suc- 
cessfully travel both north and south from Elba’s boat ramp to the Williams boat landing 
in Kinston and just north of Hwy. 167 in the other direction. Later Monday, the fire de- 
partment also had the airboat on display outside the department to allow Elba City Council 
members to also look at-the new-boat.

Elba City Council approves resolutions recognizing all 
five council seats to be ‘elected without opposition’

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day night, July 27, five sep- 
arate resolutions were 
approved noting each coun- 
cil person for each of Elba’s 
five districts had been 
elected without opposition 


according to ADPH 


obtaining results for 
diagnostic testing. 
Dr. Karen Landers, 


medical officer for the 
Northern and Northeastern 
Public Health Districts, 
emphasized the importance 
of patients ‘with symptoms 
consistent with COVID-19 
to isolate at home after 
being tested for the virus. 
She cautioned, “While 
waiting for their test 
results, these persons are 
likely to be contagious and 
need to receive instructions 
from a doctor or the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health before 
returning to work and 
leaving their residence.” 

Additional revised CDC 
guidelines include the 
following: 

¢ If COVID-19 patients 
have had a fever, the 
recommended number of 
hours that have passed

The resolution stated that 
Mayor Mickey Murdock had 
filed a written statement with 
the governing body of the 
municipality, attested by the 
Clerk, certifying the fact that 
only one person filed a state- 
ment of candidacy for the of- 
fice prior to the deadline. 

Council persons elected 
without opposition were: 

District 1 — Johnathan T. 
Lockett; District 2 - Gappa 
Wise; District 3 - Jane B. 
Brunson; District 4- Bryan 
Grimes; District 5 - A R 
Williams 

The council persons 
elected all are currently 
serving in that capacity, 
with the exception of Bryan 
Grimes, District 4. He will 
replace Tom Maddox on the 
council for that district in 
November. Maddox is seek- 
ing the office of mayor in 
the upcoming municipal 
election for Elba set for 
Aug. 25th, 

Also during Monday 
night’s council meeting, 
Mayor Murdock announced 
that street supervisor Lee 
Gideon recently had been 
out of work for a back sur- 
gery. Gideon was injured on 
the job a few years ago, and 
the latest surgery was due to 
ongoing problems he con- 
tinues to have from that in-

jury. 
Murdock said it had been 
determined that Gideon was 
going to be disabled now, 
and he would not be able to 
return to the job. Therefore, 
he said Steve Sutley had 
agreed to come out of retire- 
ment for a few months to 
assist the city with the street 
supervisor’s position while 
a permanent replacement is 
being sought. 

Also, Murdock said Jer- 
emy Heath had moved from 
the street department to ac- 
cept the job as water super- 
visor for the Water and 
Electric Department. 

The mayor said approx- 
imately $440,000 in checks 
had been delivered last 
week to eight homeowners 
involved in the FEMA flood 
buyout program. These 
were the first properties ap- 
proved for buyout in the 
program that had accepted 
the offer. 

Murdock said the city 
now would have 90 days to 
demo the homes on those 
properties. He added that 
progress is being made also 
with the second batch of 
homes in the ongoing 
buyout program. 

City clerk Sally Bane said 
she has absentee ballots 
available for application in 
her office for the upcoming 
municipal election [the only 
office being contested on 
the ballot is for Mayor of 
Elba with three candidates]. 
She said the ballots should 
be picked up and returned to 
city hall by the appropriate 
dates as noted on the pack- 
age. Call 897-6833 to apply 
for an absentee ballot. 

Looking at the city’s fi- 
nancials for Fiscal Year 
2020 through nine months, 
the mayor admitted he had 
expected a bad year for the 
city, but fortunately, he had 
been wrong thus far. He said 
overall revenues have re- 
mained about three percent 
ahead of last year.

Deadline to register to vote for upcoming 
municipal elections is Monday, Aug. 10th 


Secretary of State John H. Merrill 
extended the opportunity for anyone 
concerned about COVID-19 to apply for 
and cast an absentee ballot for the 
upcoming municipal elections. 

At the request of the Alabama League of 
Municipalities on behalf of all Alabama 
municipalities scheduled to hold an 
election in 2020, Merrill authorized 
anyone concerned about contracting or 
spreading COVID-19 to cast an absentee 
ballot in order to avoid the polls on 
Election Day. 

Any qualified voter who determines it is 
impossible or unreasonable to vote at their 
polling place shall be eligible to check the 
box on the absentee ballot application that 
is most applicable to that individual. State 
law allows the Secretary of State to issue 
absentee voting guidance during declared 
states of emergency, allowing Secretary 
Merrill to encourage voters to check the 
box which reads as follows (in the case 
none of the boxes are appropriate): “I have

Coffee County Schools today announced its policy for free and reduced-price meals for children served in schools under the 
National Schoo! Lunch Program and/or School Breakfast Program. Local schoo! officials have adopted the following household size 
and income criteria for determining eligibility: 


Children need healthy meals to learn. Coffee County Schools offers healthy meals every school day. Breakfast costs $1.00 lunch 
costs $2.25. Your children may qualify for free meals or for reduced price meals. Reduced price is $.30 for breakfast and $.40 for 
lunch. Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the application process. 


41. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 

* All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP, the Food Distribution Program on Indian 
Reservations (FDPIR) or Alabama TANF, are eligible for free meals. 

+ Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 

» Children participating in their school’s Head Start program are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 

» When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of their children’s eligibility for free meals based on 
their participation (or a household member's participation) in the: 0 Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP); 
Food Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR); or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), if the 
State program meets Federal standards. 

+ When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of any child’s eligibility for free meals based on the 
individual child’s designation as Other Source Categorically Eligible, as defined by law. Children are determined Other 
Source Categorically Eligible if they are: 

Homeless, 

Migrant, 

Runaway, 

A foster child, or 

Enrolled in Head Start or an eligible pre-kindergarten program (see: SP 40-2013: Q&As Regarding the Participation of 
Head Start Programs in Child Nutrition Programs, 
https://Awww.fns.usda.gov/qas-regarding-participation-head-start-programs-child-nutrition-programs-0).

2. HOW DO | KNOW IF MY CHILDREN QUALIFY AS HOMELESS, MIGRANT, OR RUNAWAY? Do the members of your 
household lack a permanent address? Are you staying together in a shelter, hotel, or other temporary housing arrangement? Does 
your family relocate on a seasonal basis? Are any children living with you who have chosen to leave their prior family or 
household? If you believe children in your household meet these descriptions and haven't been told your children will get free 
meals, please call or e-mail your child's school. 

3. DO | NEED TO FILL OUT AN APPLICATION FOR EACH CHILD? No. Use one Free and Reduced Price School Meals 
Application for all students in your household. We cannot approve an application that is not complete, so be sure to fill out all 
required information. Return the completed application to your child’s school, 

4, SHOULD | FILL OUT AN APPLICATION IF | RECEIVED A LETTER THIS SCHOOL YEAR SAYING MY CHILDREN ARE 
ALREADY APPROVED FOR FREE MEALS? No, but please read the letter you got carefully and follow the instructions. If any 
children in your household were missing from your eligibility notification, contact your child’s school immediately. 

5. CAN | APPLY ONLINE? No, an online application is not available at this time. 

6. MY CHILD'S APPLICATION WAS APPROVED LAST YEAR. DO! NEED TO FILL OUT A NEW ONE? Yes. Your child's 
application is only good for that school year and for the first few days of this school year, through September 21, 2020. You must 
send in a new application unless the school told you that your child is eligible for the new school year. If you do not send in a new 
application that is approved by the school or you have not been notified that your child is eligible for free meals, your child will be 
charged the full price for meals. ‘ 

7.1 GET WIC, CAN MY CHILDREN GET FREE MEALS? Children in households participating in WIC may be eligible for free or 
reduced price meals. Please send in an application. 

8. WILL THE INFORMATION | GIVE BE CHECKED? Yes. In accordance with program regulations school officials will be verifying 
the income of some households at some time during the school year. Selected households will be requested to provide income 
documentation in order to continue receiving free and reduced-price meals. 

9. IF | DON'T QUALIFY NOW, MAY | APPLY LATER? Yes, you may apply at any time during the school year. For example, 
children with a parent or guardian who becomes unemployed may become eligible for free and reduced price meals if the 
household income drops below the income limit. 

10. WHAT IF | DISAGREE WITH THE SCHOOL'S DECISION ABOUT MY APPLICATION? You should talk to school officials. You 
also may ask for a hearing by calling or writing to: Kevin Killingsworth, 334-897-5106, 400 Reddoch Hill Road, Elba, Alabama 
36323, killingsworthk@coffeecounty.k12.al.us. 

11. MAY | APPLY IF SOMEONE IN MY HOUSEHOLD IS NOT AUS. CITIZEN? Yes. You, your children, or other household 
members do not have to be U.S. citizens to apply for free or reduced price meals. 

12. WHAT IF MY INCOME IS NOT ALWAYS THE SAME? List the amount that you normally receive. For example, if you normally 
make $1000 each month, but you missed some work last month and only made $900, put down that you made $1000 per month. 
!f you normally get overtime, include it, but do not include it if you only work overtime sometimes. If you have lost a job or had your 
hours or wages reduced, use your current income. 

13. WHAT IF SOME HOUSEHOLD MEMBERS HAVE NO INCOME TO REPORT? Household members may not receive some 
types of income we ask you to report on the application or may not receive income at all. Whenever this happens, please write a 0 
in the field. However, if any income fields are left empty or blank, those will also be counted as zeroes. Please be careful when 
leaving income fields blank, as we will assume you meant to do so. 

14. DO | HAVE TO PROVIDE MY SOCIAL SECURITY NUMBER? Only the last 4 digits of the social security number of the 
household's primary wage earner or another adult household member (or an indication of “none”) is required. 

15. MAY | DECLINE BENEFITS? Yes. Households notified of their children’s eligibility must contact Coffee County Schools or the 
school the child attends if they choose to decline the free meal benefits. 

16. WHAT IF ALL CHILDREN ELIGIBLE FOR BENEFITS ARE NOT ON THE NOTICE OF ELIGIBILITY LETTER? If children or 
households receive benefits under Assistance Programs or Other Source Categorically Eligible Programs and are not listed on the 
notice of eligibility and are not notified by the school of their free meal benefits, the parent or guardian should contact the school or 
should submit an income application. 

17. WE ARE IN THE MILITARY. DO WE REPORT OUR INCOME DIFFERENTLY? Your basic pay and cash bonuses must be 
reported as income. If you get any cash value allowances for off-base housing, food, or clothing, it must also be included as 
income. However, if your housing is part of the Military Housing Privatization Initiative, do not include your housing allowance as 
income. Any additional combat pay resulting from deployment is also excluded from income. 

18. WHAT IF THERE ISN’T ENOUGH SPACE ON THE APPLICATION FOR MY FAMILY? List any additional household members 
on a separate piece of paper and attach it to your application. Contact your child's school to receive a second application. 

19. MY FAMILY NEEDS MORE HELP, ARE THERE OTHER PROGRAMS WE MIGHT APPLY FOR? To find out how to apply for 
Alabama SNAP or other assistance benefits, contact your local assistance office.

*** T watched last week’s press conference out of Mont- 
gomery on the AHSAA’s ‘back to play’ decision for high 
school sports, and while the plan has drawn the ire of some 
of the state’s editorial writers, one thing that was clear by 
listening to the news conference was that all decisions dis- 
cussed where based upon current health conditions across 
the state. AHSAA executive director Steve Savarese was 
asked by a reporter about the future of winter and spring 
sports, and his answer was simply “Your guess is as good 
as mine.” I applaud the AHSAA for making a decision, and 
whether you like it or not, at least it made a decision and 
admitted that more changes could occur in future weeks. 
We can’t just sit on our hands hoping the virus will dis- 
appear... let’s move ahead slowly and learn as we go. 

*** New Brockton High School officials announced last 
week that the Gamecocks would play their regular season 
football games at Bates Memorial Stadium, in Enterprise, 
until its $1 million stadium renovation is completed. The 
renovations at Gamecock Stadium include new home 
bleachers, ticket booths, restrooms and concession stands, 
but are behind schedule to the weather and health issues, 
resulting in the move. Bates Memorial was the longtime 
home of the Enterprise Wildcats, is now the home of youth 
football leagues in the city, and is still one of the top sta- 
diums in the state. Since at least four games are expected to 
be played at the site, it looks like neighbors in the area will 
get to find out how the Gamecocks crows sound in ‘The 
Hole.’ 

*** The AL.com website recently released its picks of 
the ‘Top 20’ most dominant high school football teams of 
the past decade, and while Hoover, Fyffe and Leeds all put 
two teams on the list, coming in at #6 were the 20012 Brant- 
ley Bulldogs. The Bulldogs, coached by David Lowery, 
posted a 15-0 record in the 2012 season and won the 1A 
state championship, defeating Marion County 33-0 in the 
state finals. The Bulldogs outscored their 15 victims 730- 
47 for an average margin of victory of 45.6 points per game. 
Their opponents boasted a 90-81 record during the season, 
which proved the team didn’t just line up against a bunch 
of weak teams, and was an easy choice for the sportswriters 
to include in the list, despite being only a 1A team. Key 
players on the team included OL Taylor Driggers, LB 
Adrian Howard, WR O.J, Guice, DL Ryan Harris, OL Sel- 
leven Burnett, and DB Terrence Bogen. 

*% T watched Chipper Jones debut as an ESPN baseball 
commentator last week in an exhibition game between the 
Cubs and White Sox, and had to turn the game off in the 
fourth inning due to his lack of knowledge, his monotone 
voice and his complete lack of skills. It was true he was 
doing the game from his home for health reasons, but that 
should have made him more comfortable and resulted in a 
much better performance. I kept waiting for someone to tell 
him to turn up his microphone so that he could at least be 
heard, but he just struggled for all four innings and was 
simply horrible. Chipper is one of my all-time favorite 
players, but may be the worst TV commentator I have ever 
heard.

*** The new NCAA policy to allow student-athletes to 
profit from their name, image and likeness has created in a 
new position on many athletic staffs. Troy University an- 
nounced last week that it had hired a ‘branding’ expert to 
help Trojan student-athletes “build their future brand’ and 
to teach them to build a personal brand and réputation to 
help them set up a profitable life after graduation. I guess 
before long the players’ jerseys will include logos, much 
like pro golfers, and the student-athletes may charge the 
school for putting their name on the back of the jersey. I 
guess in the years to come there will be an ‘I’ in team. 

*“** The Los Angeles Dodgers signed Mookie Betts to a 
12-year, $365 million contract extension last week, making 
the outfielder the highest paid player in the history of Major 
League Baseball. Betts had signed a one-year contact with 
the Dodgers for a mere $29 million during the off-season 
after turning down a 10-year, $300 million offer from the 
Boston Red Sox, and it looks like the decision to wait paid 
off as his new contract with the Dodgers included a $65 mil- 
lion signing bonus. Betts batted .295 with 40 doubles and 
29 home-runs in his final season with the Red Sox, and now 
doesn’t have to worry about anything but playing baseball 
until 2032. If Betts plays in all 162 games next season he 
will make almost $188,000 per game. The team owners in 
professional sports have gone totally crazy! 

*** Major League Baseball opened its 60-game regular 
season last week with cardboard cutouts in the bleachers, 
but some of the excitement of the start of the season was 
overshadowed by the news that the playoffs would be ex- 
pended from 10 to 16 teams, which means over half the 
teams in the leagues will advance to post-season play. All 
six division winners and runners-up will move on and be 
seeded on their record against division rivals, while the sev- 
enth and eighth seeds will be based on total record in the 
season. All first round matchups will be a best-of-three 
series, with all games being played at the home of the higher 
seeded team. The #1 seed will play the #8 seed, and so on, 
and the league put an extra $50 million in the players’ pool 
to make the change more attractive. The season is already 
going to be like none ever before, and now the playoffs will 
join the changes. It’s going to be quite a season!

AHSAA ready to take the field 


The Alabama High 
School Athletic Association 
Central Board of Control 
approved the AHSAA’s Re- 
turn to Play ‘Best Practices’ 
recommended guidelines 
Wednesday and reaffirmed 
plans to start fall sports on 
time, The action was taken 
Wednesday at its annual 
summer meeting in Mont- 
gomery. 

Fall sports teams have the 
option to'begin fall work- 
outs on July 27 with the first 
week used by football for 
acclimation purposes only 
with helmets and shorts 
only. The other fall sports — 
volleyball, cross country 
and swimming and diving — 
can use the first week for 
acclimation and tryouts. 
Schools not choosing that 
option may start-fall prac- 
tice on August 3. 
The first contest can be Au- 
gust 20. 

AHSAA Executive Di- 
rector Steve Savarese 
praised the Central Board 
for its leadership and com- 
mitment providing member 
schools the tools to return to 
play as safely as possible. 

“The purpose of the Re- 
turn to Play document is to 
offer AHSAA member 
schools best practices in 
order to commence the 
2020-21 school year athletic 
seasons as scheduled and as 
safely as possible,” said Sa- 
varese. 

The Central Board also 
approved amending the 
AHSAA Constitution con- 
cerning the District Board 
Makeup, Central Board 
Makeup and Bi-Districts 
and the Central Board rota- 
tions to guarantee no person 
shall be discriminated 
against based on gender, 
race or religion. The Merger 


Act guaranteed specific rep- . 


resentation for AHSAA and 
AIAA members. The new 
language provides represen- 
tatives of the AHSAA and 
AIAA to each have equal 
opportunity at all positions 
of management. 

“I want to thank this Cen- 
tral Board for having the 
courage to do the right 
thing,” said Savarese.

2020 FOOTBALL RULE 
MODIFICATIONS 

Tn support of the NFHS 
Guidance for Opening Up 
High School Athletics and 
Activities, the NFHS Foot- 
ball Editorial Committee 
offers this document for 
state associations to con- 
sider whether any possible 
rules could be altered for 
the 2020 football season. 
The modifications outlined 
in this document are meant 
to decrease potential expo- 
sure to respiratory droplets 
by encouraging social dis- 
tancing, limiting participa- 
tion in administrative tasks 
to essential personnel and 
allowing for appropriate 
protective equipment. 

1. Team Box (Rule 1-2- 
3g) * The team (players 
only) box will be extended 
on both sides of the field to 
the 10-yard lines, (coaches 
will continue to be re- 
stricted from 25 to 25-yard 
lines), in order for more so- 
cial-distancing space for 
teams. 

2. Face Masks [Rule 1-5- 
la, 1-5-3c (4)] * Cloth face 
coverings are permissible. « 
Plastic shields covering the 
entire face (unless inte- 
grated into the face mask 
and attached to the helmet 
and clear without the pres- 
ence of any tint) shall NOT 
be allowed during the 
contest. 

3. Gloves (Rule 1-5-2b) 
* Gloves are permissible but 
still must comply with Rule 
1-5-2b by meeting either the 
NOCSAE Standard or the 
SFIA Specification. 

4. Charged Time-Outs 
and Authorized Confer- 
ences (Rules 2-6-2, 3-5-3, 
3-5-8) ¢ Charged time-outs 
will be extended to a maxi- 
mum of two minutes in 
length. ¢ It will be permis- 
sible for more than one 
coach to be involved in the 
conference and for technol- 
ogy (headsets) to be used. 

5. Intermission between 
periods and after scoring 
(Rule 3-5-71) * The inter- 
mission between periods 
(first/second and 
third/fourth) as well as the 
time period following a try, 
successful field goal or 
safety and prior to the suc- 
ceeding free kick will also 
be extended to a maximum 
of two minutes. 

6. Coin Toss Captain (3- 
2-2) * Only one captain 
from each team may be 
present at the coin toss with 
the Referee and Umpire. 
The same procedure will be 
utilized for overtime. 

The following are NFHS 
best practices 

1. Individuals should 
maintain social distancing 
of 6 feet at all times while in 
the team box. 

2. Individuals should not 
share uniforms, towels and 
other apparel and equip- 
ment. 

3. The ball should be 
cleaned and sanitized 
throughout the contest as 
recommended by the ball 
manufacturer. Ball handlers 
should maintain social dis- 
tancing of 6 feet at all times 
during the contest. 

4. Officials may use an 
electronic whistle and wear 
cloth face coverings. 

5. All individuals, in- 


cluding each player and of- 
ficial when brought out on 
the field during time outs, 
should have their own bev- 
erage container. 

6. Suspend handshakes 
during the coin toss, pre- 
game and postgame. 

7, Players, coaches, team 
personnel and game admin- 
istration officials should 
wash and sanitize their 
hands as often as possible. 

8. Gloves and cloth face 
coverings are permissible 
for all coaches, team staff 
and game administration of- 
ficials. 

9. Non-essential person- 
nel should be restricted 
from the field during the 
contest. 

10. If available, dressing 
facilities for game officials 
and teams should be large 
enough for them to use so- 
cial distancing protocols 
and should be properly 
cleaned and sanitized prior 
to their arrival. 

2020-21 Volleyball Rules 
Modifications 

In support of the Guid- 
ance for Opening Up High 
School Athletics and Activ- 
ities, the NFHS Volleyball 
Rules Committee offers this 
document for state associa- 
tions to consider whether 
any possible rules could be 
altered for the 2020-21 sea- 
son. The modifications out- 
lined in this document are 
meant to decrease potential 
exposure to respiratory 
droplets by encouraging so- 
cial distancing, limiting par- 
ticipation in administrative 
tasks to essential personnel 
and allowing for appropri- 
ate protective equipment 

1. Pre-match Conference 
(1-2-4a; 1-6-2; 1-6-3; 2-1- 
10; 5-4-1h, k; 5-6-1; 7-1-1; 
7-1-1 PENALTIES 1; 9-1a; 
12-2-3) Limit attendees to 
one coach from each team, 
first referee and second ref- 
eree. Move the location of 
the pre-match conference to 
center court with one coach 
and one referee positioned 
on each side of the net. All 
four individuals maintain a 
social distance of 3 to 6 feet. 
Suspend the use of the coin 
toss to determine serve/re- 
ceive. The visiting team will 
serve first in set 1 and alter- 
nate first serve for the re- 
maining non-deciding sets. 
Suspend roster submission 
at the pre-match confer- 
ence. Rosters are submitted 
directly to the officials’ 
table before the 10-minute 
mark. Team Benches (5-4- 
4b, 9-1-2, 9-1-2 NOTE, 9- 
3-3b) Suspend the protocol 
of teams switching benches 
between sets. In the event 
there is a clear and distinct 
disadvantage, teams may 
switch sides, observing all 
social distancing protocols. 
Officials will determine if a 
disadvantage is present. 
Limit bench personnel to 
observe social distancing of 
3 to 6 feet. o Deciding Set 


Procedures [1-2-4b, 5-4-4c, 
5-5-3b (26), 9-2-3c] Move 
the location of the deciding 
set coin toss to center court 
with team captains and the 
second referee maintaining 
the appropriate social dis- 
tance of 3 to 6 feet. A coin 
toss, called by the home 
team, will decide serve/re- 
ceive. Suspend the protocol 
of teams switching benches 
before a deciding set. In the 
event there is a clear and 
distinct disadvantage, teams 
may switch sides, observing 
all social distancing proto- 
cols. Officials will deter- 
mine if a disadvantage is 
present. o Substitution 
Procedures (2-1-7, 10-2-1, —

Mid New Brockton Gamecocks face eight new

The New _ Brockton 
Gamecocks will add a new 
chapter to their football his- 
tory book this season as 
they make the move to 
Class 3A and will compete 
against a total of eight op- 
ponents that were not on 
their schedule just one year 
ago. 

Following is a preview of 
the Gamecocks 2020 sched- 
ule: 


New Brockton will kick 
off its season at home when 
the Gamecocks host the 2A 
Cottonwood Bears.

Tuesday evening, July 21st. 

The meeting was held in 
the cafeteria of Elba High 
School to adhere to proper 
COVID-19 social 
distancing guidelines, and 
all in attendance wore 
facial coverings as 
mandated currently in the 
state. 

Moseley reminded board 
members that the reopening 
plan for the school system 
is and would continue to be 
a working document as 
more information comes 
down from the state on 
COVID-19 guidelines. As 
of the June 21st board 
meeting, the following 
reopening plans were in 
place for Elba City Schools 
[one change since that 
meeting is the start date for 
students now will be 
Monday, Aug. 10]: 

* It is highly encouraged 
that all medically cleared 
students attend school in 

on. 

¢ There will be distance 
learning opportunities for 
students whose parents 
choose to keep them at 
home. These students will 
remain enrolled at Elba 
City Schools and take 
virtual classes provided by 
the ALSDE. 

¢ Elba City Schools 
strongly encourages parents 
that are thinking of doing 
the distance learning 
options to contact their 
child’s school and speak 
with administration and 
learn more about the 
programs before making a 
final decision. 

* Any parents that do 
elect to keep their children 
at home and _ receive 
distance learning will need 
to remain virtual for the 
entire nine-week grading 
period. At the end of the 
nine-week grading period 
they may choose again to 
either remain virtual or 
come back to the traditional 


setting. 

* Elba City Schools 
strongly encourages parents 
to check temperatures 
before students leave the 
house. If the temperature is 
at 100 degrees, keep the 
student at home and contact 
the school. 

* Elba City Schools will 
begin the year checking all 
temperatures at the 
entrances.
